One easy-to-spot difference between the SX-28 and the SX-28A, according to 
the circuits and pictorials of the two models as published in the 12th and 
16th volumes of Rider's Perpetual Troubleshooters Manual and the photos in 
the Halllicrafter manuals for both, is the standby socket on the rear 
panel. The SX-28 has one (a small rectangular AC outlet) and the SX-28A 
does not. At least one "A" version manual simply repeats the schematic of 
the non-"A" including its standby socket which is no longer visible on the 
pictorials. 


The stand-by socket is mounted vertically on some SX-28 chassis and 
horizontally on others, not necessarily related to the presence or absence 
of the fuse. The function performed by the socket can easily be duplicated 
using the external power socket, which I suppose justifies its removal in 
the "A" version. 


The major under-chassis difference is the placement, the kind, and the ease 

of removal of the coils and trimmers around the bandswitch. The pictorial 
location of the coils for one model is very different from the other. I am 
convinced there are several variations of both versions. 

I wonder if anyone has done a serial number review related to those variations.

The Model G-500, Chassis 5G40 is in SAMS set 83 folder 16. If ur radio is an 
H-500, chassis 5H40, then u want set 152 folder 12. 


There is no shorting plug of any type needed for a.c. operation. 


These things used a 50A1 ballast tube which is fragile at best. Check 
continuity on it first. The selenium rectifier also has a habit of dying and 
can be replaced with a suitable silicone diode. The other 1volt filament 
tubes should also be checked. 


A caution here------ Do not turn the set on and begin interchanging tubes. 

One stands a chance of taking out the filaments of all if the filter cap 
discharges through them. There are no Zeners in this set to hold the filament 
voltage constant. 

Gud luck with it------ they are nice sets once restored.
